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SUMMARY OF BILL: Requests the Department of Safety (DOS) to 

study the use of certified mail with return receipt as a means of notification of 
the suspension or revocation of a driver’s license due to failure to meet certain 
requirements or due to a failure to request a hearing upon the offense which 
the suspension or revocation is based.  Requests DOS to complete the study 
and report findings to members of the General Assembly no later than 
January 15, 2010.
